more hunters than ever will be in the 
woods and fields.’’ 


Dr. Kalbfus 
is just home from 
a 
trip of hundreds of miles through the 
wooded and mountainous 
counties o f 
the State, where he visited state game 
preserves and lands which have been 
offered and 
some large tracts which 
furnish fine hunting, and says that 
game is abundant. 


He supplemented the report he re­ 
ceived by observations and from hi* 
experience, gamed not 
only 
from 
years of tramping through the woods 
of Pennsylvania but in hunting in 
the West, he has learned to read the 
signs. 
“Things are 
favorable

gam e”, said he.

doing and the wisdom of creating the 
State Game Preserve 
is 
apparent. 
Folks who

“The fact that there were so few 
forest fires this year helped along 
the increase of the game and anoth­ 
er big factor was that the 8 ta ta 
Game Preservers are maintained on 
the plan that nature knows best how 
to run them”, says the doctor. 
“Tha 
weather was wet, but the fires w e n 
few- and that helped a lot", he re­ 
marked. 


.The bird and squirrel season start* 
October 20 and runs until November 
30. There are plenty of all game bird* 
except the ruffed groose. 
The quail 
are running around pretty freely in 
the southern counties. There are more 
wild turkeys now than in years, say* 
Dr. Kalbfus. 
Some of this is due ta 
the closed season a few years ago 
and to the fact thut where the state 
game wardens located gobblers they 
procured half-wild 
hens, and 
the 
mountain 
counties 
will offer some 
rare sport. 


The rabbit season starts on No­ 
vember I and runs until December

Rabbit 
hunting ought to be fine this fall, 
say wardens who have been in. 


In some sections deer have been 
running around on roads and there 
should be u fine kill this fall.

deer hunters will have a score of 
counties iii which to hunt.
